George Robinson, of Flass Hall, near Durham. who 
quotes Birkdale, the habitation of Mr. Timothy Tarn, 
in the parish of Dufton, near Appleby, Westmorland. 
Birkdale is a sheep farm situated on the range of 
mountains which stretches through Westmorland and 
the adjoining county of Cumberland. No human 
Leing lives nearer than Dufton, a small village 
standing at the foot of the mountitins, and some eleven 
miles distant. There ire no roads near the house,and 
the only access to the place is to be obtained on. foot 
or on horse back, and even this is no easy task. as the 
mountains are almost precipitous in places, and crossed 
Ly several streams. The house is large and 
commodious, and the owner acts as gamekecper 
on the mountains for Lord Hotl:ficld. the Jord of the 
manor, All provisions are brought from the village 
in panniers, and a strong wooden sledge, drawn by a 
powerful, sure-footed horse, is employed for heavy 
work. Coals are not required, as peat fires are bummed, 
and excellent trout and other fish alound in the 
streams. Tramps and hawkers are unknown, and, in 
fact, very few people living in the village have seen 
the place. The services of a doctor cannot be 
obtained under less than twelve hours. 


SEVERAL interesting cases of isolation are mentioned 
by other correspondents.

The largest of the Sultee Tstinds. off the coast of Wexford, in

There is anold say- 
ing that, although silence is golden it makes a man 
feel very poor if he cannot talk. Practice is the one 
and only remedy. Conversational powers and even 
fluency of expression are easily acquired by any one 
who first tukes the trouble to read and afterwards 
omits no oppertunity of exercising his tongue. To 
what extent nervousness can lead ple is rather 
amusingly shown by the experience of another corres- 
pondent,who was introduced to a very timid youn 
ady at a dance the other day. They struggle 

through a set of lancers together without saying a 

word, and finally went off to find some refreshments.

is a very warm ice!” Then they carried the man home 
on a stretcher. 


A crrcuLan letter has reached me from the president 
of a Workings’ Man's Union on the subject of 
workmen's tickets, which contains some eminently 
sensible remarks, and concludes with an exceedingly 
impract‘cable suggestion. The present system, as 
every one knows, is that workmen's tickets are issued 
hy most railway companies available before a certain 
hour of the morning and after a certain hour in the 
evening. There are objections, however, to this 
arrangement. Only the other day a working friend of 
mine told ine that he had to walk eight miles to his work 
every day and eight miles home again because work- 
men's tickets were not issued during the hours that 
suited him. This is too much even for a strong 
working man. And I know several similar cases in 
which bakers and other night workers are unable to 
reach the nearest station in the morning until after the 
specified hour, aid consequently are compelled to pay 
the ordinary fare. The regulation is also hard on unem- 
ployed labourers and artisans who wish to look for 
work during the day, but, nevertheless, my friend the 
president's suggestion that there should be a work- 
miin’sclies, corresponding to the old “ parliamentary,” 
attached to every train, is certainly not the right 
solution to the difiiculty. It is impossible for the 
railway officials to decide who are genuine workmen 
and who are not, and consequently the third class 
passenger would to a greatextent disappear. It must 
always be remembered that in these days, when every- 
hody is more or less hard up, the majority of ple 
only travel third class because there is no fourth, and 
hecanse they are not allowed in the guard's van or the 
tender,
